Very  rarely  does  the  quven  comment  on 
the  news,  except  in  the  case  of  a  calam¬ 
ity,  when  her  sympathy  ia  quickly  ex¬ 
pressed  in  a  telegram.  Inaccuracy  in  an 
important  newspaper  as  to  royal  matters 
gives  the  queen  grave  annoyance,  and 
The  Chronicle’s  writer  fi$s  known  an 
official  to  call  and  complain  of  the  mis¬ 
statement  and  demand  a  rectification. 
Not  long  ago  an  illustrated  London  pa¬ 
per  gave  a  picture  in  which  her  majesty 
was  represented  as  holding  the  arm  of 
her  Indian  attendant.  Within  a  short 
space  of  time  a  member  of  the  royal 
household  called  on  the  editor  to  state 
the  absurdity  of  such  an  error.  “The 
queeu  ia  much  annoyed  at  this  mistake 
on  tbe  part  of  yonr  artist,  as  it  might 
give  grievous  offense  to  important  per¬ 
sons  in  India.  She  conld  never  take  the 
arm  of  a  servant’’  This  will  show  how 
closely  she  watches  even  the  pictorial 
press.  When  a  good  illustration  appears 
of  any  state  function,  it  is  a  common 
incident  for  the  artist  to  be  requested 
to  visit  the  queen,  very  likely  lo  receive 
a  commission. 


RUSSIAN  WOMEN. 


Not  Long  Ago  They  Were  Treated 
Turkish  Women  Are. 

It  is  curious  to  think  what  a  short 
time  it  is  since  tbe  emperors  of  Rnsaia 
treated  their  womankind  in  the  same 
way  they  are  still  treated  in  Turkey, 
says  a  writer  in  the  Montreal  Star.  In 
those  days  the  czar  chose  his  wife  from 
among  his  subjects,  and  she  vtfts  never 
considered  his  equal.  The  matters  were 
arranged  in  this  way — ou  a  certain  day 
the  nobles  brought  their  yoong daugh¬ 
ters  to  be  looked  at,  and  she  who  took 
the  emperor’s  fancy  was  forthwith  cho¬ 
sen  to  be  his  wife. 

Tbe  princesses  were  kept  with  the 
same  strictness  asv  eastern  princesses, 
and  marriage  only  changed  their  place 
of  residence,  but  gave  them  no  more 
freedom.  They  were  allowed  occasional¬ 
ly  to  be  present  when  guests  were  re¬ 
ceived,  to  whom  they  would  hand  a  cap 
of  wine  and  then  retire  to  their  apart¬ 
ments.  there  being  a  suit  of  rooms  at 
the  north  side  of  the  palace  reserved  es¬ 
pecially  for  them. 

If  they  were  ill,  tbe  room  was  dark- 
ened  before  the  doctor  was  admitted, 
and  be  was  not  even  allowed  ta  feel 
their  pnlse,  and  when  they  drovi  out 
the  windows  of  their  carriages  had 
drawn  curtains. 

The  first  czarina  who  emancipated 
herself  from  this  state  of  slavery,  and

WASHINGTON  LETTER. 

Correcting  Little  Abuses  In  the  Postal 
Service  Honey  Saved  For  Uncle 
3*m  -  An  Envied  Man. 

[Special  ComvpoiMkuce. ] 

People  who  rent  postoffice  boxes  in 
large  cities  have  received  recently  no¬ 
tices  to  torn  in  their  box  keys  and  re¬ 
ceive  80  cents  of  the  60  cents  which 
they  deposited  on  each,  tbe  keys  to  bo 
reissued.  Lock  boxes,  while  they  are 
not  naed  so  much  proportionately  as  in 
the  time  when  free  delivery  was  un¬ 
known,  are  still  au  important  feature 
of  the  postal  service.  They  are  famish¬ 
ed: 

First. — For  powoffloes  in  government 
baildiugs  by  the  treasury  department. 

Second. — At  first  and  second  class 
postoffices,  the  lessor,  by  agreement  iu 
the  lease,  usually  furnishes  the  box  out¬ 
fit. 

Third. — Under  existing  law  patrons 
of  postoffloes  may  provide  lock  boxes  and 
lock  drawers  for  their  «wu  use  under 
conditions  stated 

Fourth. — In  all  other  coses  boxes 
must  be  furnished  and  kept  in  repair  by 
tbe  postmaster. 

Why  Boxes  Are  Provided. 

Boxes  are  not  furnished  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  presidential  offices  of  the 
third  class  except  where  offices  of  this 
class  are  in  government  building*.  At 
the  present  time  28  third  class  offices 
are  situated  iu  governmt  ut  building*. 

Boxes  are  provided  for  postoffices  to 
accommodate  tbe  patrons,  for  the  eon- 
uieuce  of  the  postmaster  and  us  a 
source  of  revenue.  Under  existing  Jaw, 
at  presidential  offices,  or  offices  of  the 
first,  second  and  third  classe*,  the  bok 
rents  collected  are  included  in  the  gross 
receipts  accruing  ut  tbe  offices  in  milk¬ 
ing  the  annual  adjustment  of  salaries 
ot  pMS.  masters.  These  postmusters  there¬ 
fore  indirectly  receive  a  part  of  their 
box  rents  in  tbe  sum  allowed  a*  com¬ 
pensation.  Under  the  act  of  congress 
approved  March  8,  1883,  at  fourth  class 
offices  the  box  rents  are  practically  al¬ 
lowed  as  a  part  of  tbe  compensation  of 
the  postmasters.  The  regulation  of  box 
rent  rates  by  the  department  has  result¬ 
ed  in  better  accommodations  to  the  pub¬ 
lic,  more  uniformity  in  rates  and  an  in- 
ease  of  revenue. 

Key  Deposit  Forfeit*. 

Key  deposits  are  collected  by  post¬ 
masters  as  a  security  against  the  loss  of 
keys.  Tbe  rate  of  deposit  at  postoffices 
located  in  government  buildings  was  re¬ 
duced  on  April  18,  1896,  to  20  cents. 
At  all  other  postoffices  it  was  reduced 
recently  to  the  same  figure.  Deposits 
held  in  trust  by  postmasters,  but  on 
im  of  kora  te  good  ^tmiHMon  they 
are  returned  to  depositors  witbin  80 
days  after  the  boxes  to  which  they  be¬ 
long  have  been  vacated.  Deposits  on 
keys  not  returned  within  80  days  are 
declared  forfeited  aud  revert  to  what  is 
known  as  the  key  deposit  forfeiture 
fund.  The  key  deposjx  forfeiture  fund 
is  used  to  purchase  keys  to  replace 
those  lost,  broken  or  withheld,  which 
enables  postmasters  to  keep  up  their 
full  complement.  In  the  post  a  surplus 
bas  accumulated  under  this  account  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  amount  de¬ 
posited  to  cover  the  key  was  consider¬ 
ably  in  excess  of  its  coat 

Loose  Methods  Corrected. 

Tbe  amount  involved  in  each  transac¬ 
tion  was  small,  and  postmasters  there¬ 
fore  did  not  give  the  matter  tbe  atten¬ 
tion  it  deserved.  In  numerous  instances 
postmasters  were  found  delinquent  to 
the  amount  of  several  hundred  dollars 
at  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office 
by  reason  of  loose  methods.  The  depart¬ 
ment  was  compelled  to  take  action  in 
the  matter  and  demand  of  them  or  of 
their  sureties  that  this  amount  be  re¬ 
funded.  During  tbe  16  months  ended 
Sept.  80,  1896,  surplus  funds  to  the 
amount  of  $10,486.67  have  been  turned 
into  the  United  States  treasury  as  mis¬ 
cellaneous  receipts.  The  difficulties 
above  referred  to  will  in  the  future  be 
obviated  by  tbe  reduction  of  tbe  key  de¬ 
posit  to  a  uniform  rate  of  20  cents  per 
key. 

A  BualuMsllks  Department. 

This  is  only  one  of  many  reforms 
which  First  Assistant  Postmaster  Gener¬ 
al  Jones  has  brought  about.  In  a  de¬ 
partment  employing  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  men  and  women  and  spending 
so  many  millions  of  dollars  every  year 
It  is  impossible  to  prevent  abuses  and 
injustice.  In  one  item  alone — the  hire 
of  clerks  at  first  and  second  class  offices 
and  special  work  in  third  and  fourth 
class  offices— $11,000,000  is  involved. 
Rent,  fuel  and  light  in  first,  second  and 
third  class  offices  cost  $1,600. 000  a  year. 
Last  year  inspectors  were  put  at  work 
examining  the  work  done  and  equaliz¬ 
ing  it.  The  result  was  a  distribution  of 
work  so  as  to  make  a  gain  in  efficiency, 
while  $86,400  was  saved  on  leases  and 
$28,718  on  clerk  hira 

Tbe  postofflee  department  is  one  of 
the  most  businesslike  of  the  executive 
departments.  It  needs  in  every  branch 
of  the  service  men  of  fine  business  judg¬ 
ment  and  executive  ability  or  the  gov¬ 
ernment  will  be  cheated  constantly.  It 
ia  nearer  to  tbe  people  than  any  other 
department,  too,  and  tbe  postmaster 
general  is  the  envy  of  all  tbe  other 
members  of  the  president’s  cabinet.

The  Heliotrope. 

The ‘heliotrope  is  un  emblem  of  devo¬ 
tion.  This  idea  was  probably  suggested 
by  the  curious  habit  presented  by  this 
flower  of  turning  its  face  toward  the 
snn.
